Financier Suffers a Second Re- 
lapse af Arden, but Or. Lyle 
Speaks Hopefully. 


DENIES CASE IS AT CRISIS, 


Indigestion from Which Patient Sut- 
fers More Dangerous than 
Other Allments, 


FAMILY 1S GREATLY WORRIED, 


Arden, N. Y., Sept. 8, 2a. m.—{Special.}— 
Following a day and halfa night of alarming 
rumors regarding the condition of Edward 
H. Harriman, the financier’s physician in 
chief said shortly after 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing that his patient's congition was not at 
present critical. 2 

This somewhat reassuring announcement 
was made by Dr. Lyle tonewspaper men. He 
said there was no imminent cause for alarm 
and that Mr. Harriman had had “no dan- 
gerous relapse.” 

This announcement followed a series of 
wild reports, all bearing grave fears for the 
sick railroader, included among which was 
one that he had died. 


Second Attack of Indigestion. 

It was said late last night that Mr. Harri- 
man suffered a second attack of indigestion, 
described as having been equally as severe 
as that which sapped his sirength last Sun- 
day. This was accompanied by the belief 


of friends near Arden that Mr Harriman was 


dangerously il!, 

Earlier in the day it wag given out officially 
that Mr. Harriman was improving. Noth- 
ing fuller or more authoritative was said. 
yet the feeling was current that the patient 
Was recovering pluckily from the acute at- 
tack which he suffered two daysago. 

Indeed, it was said by one of his close asso- 
@iaies that there was full expectation in the 
Union Pacific offices in New York that Mr. 
Hatriman would take the reins in hand again 
and bear the direction of affairs on his own

Worries Increase at Night. 

But night brought.a different view. One of 
the oldest friends, who has been in touch with 
Arden house constantly during Mr. Harri- 
Man's iliness, said that Mr. Harriman was 
Critically ill. 

“Mr. Harriman is dangerously 111,"" said 
he. “The family is alarmed—indeed, they 


have been disturbed ever since Mr. Harriman’s 
relapse last Sunday. 
the man’s pluck and his strong Willis enough 


I believe, however, that 
to carry him through the crisis. I think he 
ultimately will recover. But acute indiges- 
tion of the sort which Mr. Harriman is the 
victim of often has mighty serious conse- 


quences, even when the patient is otherwise 
in good health. 


“In the case of a man who has been weak- 
ened repeatedly with attacks of so serious a 


nature as those which have assailed Mr. 


Harriman the result may be different. Of 


course I don’t know exactly what the situa- 


tion is now, and I don't want to make any 
gioomy prophecies, but it seems difficult to 
avoid grave consequences. 


Difficulty Began Last Spring. 

“Just before Mr. Harriman’s irip to the 
southwest and the Pacific coast last spring 
there developed a difficulty at the point where 
the intestines leave the stomach—the cecum, 
I think it is called by the physicians. Some- 
times this trouble is called a rheumatic knot, 
and sometimes sim- 
ply indigestion. Physicians who have exam- 
ined Mr. Harriman diagnosed his case as a 
peculiar form of indigestion, which at times 
becomes acute. 

“A patient who is troubled with that kind 
of difficulty is stricken suddenly. The at- 
tack last Sunday is an instance in point, It 
left Mr. Harrifhan extremely weak.” 

Those who came down from the Arden 
house yesterday. said that the demeanor of 
the family was pretty serious. Mr. Harri- 
man himself was not in evidence all day. 

Reports of a varying nature filtered down 
into Arden and Turner, but they differed 
from one another solely in the degree of ill- 
ness they agcribed to Mr. Harriman. It 
seemed universally agreed that the family 
Harriman as being in a 
most critical condition. 


How Death Rumor Started. 

Young Roland Harriman came down in a 
motor car about noon. Somebody asked him 
how his father was. 

“I don’t know,” he said simply. 
haven’t let me see him today.”

Lawyers Believe Remaining 
Nine Necessary to Fill the 
Panel Will Be Ob- 
tained Soon. 


“NOT GUILTY” PLEA MADE 


Sharp Glashes of Attorneys for 
Prosecution and Defense En- 
liven the Day’s Pro- 
ceedings. 


Thrée jurors for the trial of Police Inspec- 
tor E@ward McCann on charges of grafting 
in the Desplaines street vice center were ob- 
tained yesterday in the opening of the big 
legal Quel before Judge Albert C. Barnes. At 
the close of a day which was punctuated by 
spirited passages at arms between lawyers, 
both sides were encouraged in the belief that 
the jury will be completed in time to listen on 
Friday or Saturday to testimony from the 
lips of inhabitants of the west side under- 
world, who say they paid “ protection "’ 
money to the police official. 

; Inspector McCann has entered a formal 
plea of “not guilty.” Pleas of his counsel 
to quash indictments against him because 
they were returned by a grand jury whichthe 
defense holds was formed illegally have been 
overruled. Only the completion of the jury 
remains before the sensations start. The 
search for prospective jurors exhausted the 
venire of sixty-four men who appeared in 
court, and a special panel of 100 more was or- 
dered for the resumption of the sifting 
process this morning. 


Three Jurors Are Accepted.

Asks Immediate Sentence. 


The state’ s~attorney was responsible for 
in. the proceedings. Charles G. 
Neely, who, with Attorney William T. Un- 
derwood, is associated with Col. Lewis in the 
case, filed motions to quash the indictments 
against the inspector and a special and gen- 
eral demurrer to the charges and asked the 
court to lay them aside to be argued later. 
Then Mr. Wayman opened fire. 

‘All that remains, your honor, is to sen- 
tence the defandant at once,’’ he shouted. 
‘* The demurrer is an admission, a confession 
of guilt, under the common law. There is no 
way under the common law by which the 
defendant can plead after these demurrers 
have been submitted. I ask the court to 
sentence the defendant immediately.”’ 

‘The learned state’s attorney evidently 
has been reading Carrington & Payne, A. 
D., 1623,’’ suggested Col. Lewis. 

Mr. Wayman was angry, but Judge Barnes 
insisted that the defendant had a perfect 
right to plead. He overruled the motions 


‘and demurrers of Attorney Neely and called 


Inspector McCann to the bar. 


McCann Pleads Not Guilty. 


The imspector, who had arrived alone at 
the Criminal court building and had sat in a 
dejected attitude for half ag hour, stood up 
in response to the summons of the clerk. 

‘Edward McCann, the grand jury has re- 
turned an_indictment against you charging 
you with cepting bribes. Are you guilty 
or not gullty?’’ asked the clerk. 

“Tam not guilty,’’ responded the inspector, 
looking squarely at Judge Barnes and speak: 
ing in a distinct voice. 

A few minutes later Col. Lewis called the 
attention of newspaper men to the fact that 
nohe of Inspector McCann's friends were in 
the courtroom. He said that deputy sheriffs 
had been ordered to “keep out the public,” 
and that such a move constituted an at- 
tempt to have a private trial or a “star 
chamber session.’’ By his manner Col. Lewis 
intimated that he will hold his claim in re- 
serve for possible use in defense of Inspector 
MeCann. The attorney declared that all 
trials constitutionally must be public and 
exclusion of the public is a violation of the 
law. 

State’s Attorney Wayman, however, was 
prepared to battle with Col, Lewis whenever 
the latter gave him even half a chance. 


Wayman Nettled by Lewis. 

Col. Lewis, in examining a veniremaa, 
charged that Detective Thomas McGuire of 
the McGuire & White detective agency was 
employed by the state's attorney to obtain 
graft evidence. He said he wanted him called 
before the jury, as Mr. Wayman had sum- 
moned Frank Cantwell, one of the defense's 
détectives, earlier in the proceedings. 

“Tom McGuire never did any work for 
the state in this trial,’’ shouted Mr. Wayman, 
jumping out of his chair and calling to De- 
tectives Loula and O'Keefe of his steff, who 
were in the rear of the court room. 

* Here are the men who did the work for 
the state,” he exclaimed. “If Mr. Lewis 
would like to see Tom McGuire, I'll send these 
men out and bring him in.’ 

In support of his contentions that the wit- 
nesses against Inspector McCann will th- 
clude persons other than resort keepers and 
traders of women, Mr. Wayman permitted it 
to become known that he intends to put well 
known police officials on the stand to testify 
against Inspector McCann.

Chicago City Railway Union 
Referendum Results in Re- 
jection of Fisher’s Wage

SIX TO ONE AGAINST IT 


Arbitration the Next Step, Ac- 
cording to Constitution, but 
Talk of Strike Is 
Heard, 


The referendum vote of the Chicago City 
Railway employés on the wage scale, closed 
at 3 o'clock this morning, and at 4:30, with 
three-fourths of the ballots counted, it was 
stated that the ecale had been rejected by a 
majority of about six to one. 

The sweeping nature of the result was a 
eurprise even to the radicals who had pre- 
dicted a large majority againet the scale. 

President Mahon of the National union 
left Detroit for Chicago last night and will 
arrive at 7:30 this morning. The officers of 
the local union will go into conference with 
him at 10 o’clock and report the result of the 
vote. 

According to the constitution of the union, 


and also by the terms imposed by President 


Mitten of the City railway when he consent- 
ed to offer the scale, the controversy now 
must go to arbitration. 


Renews Talk of Strike. 

The union leaders, however. insist that they 
will consent to arbitration only on condition 
that the question of a raise in wages be arvi- 
trated. Should a dispute arise over this 
point, it is probable that the local leaders 
will call upon the international executive 
board of the union, and in the event of a 
failure to reach an agreement, ask that body 
to consent to a strike. 

The balloting began at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning and the polis closed promptly at 38 
o'clock this morning. The official] ballot read 
as follows: 

‘Are you in favor of accepting the Chi- 
cago City Railway company’s last proposed 
agreement as read at the speciai meeting 
Sept. 3, 1909, copies of which are posted ip 
this hall for your reference? ”’

President M. C. Buckley and other officers 
of the south side men’s union spent the great- 
er part of the day and night at the polling 
place. A rumor that the officers were .influ- 
encing the members in favor of voting to 
reject the scale was -denied by President 
Buckley and the members of the committee. 
It was denied also that the committee issued 
a circular to the men explaining the proposed 
contract from the point of view of the wage 
scale committee. 

‘‘ We have issued no circular and we are not 
trying to influence the men in any way,” said 
President Buckley: ‘‘ The men have been 
given a free rein to vote as they please and 
as their consciences dictate.’’ 


Committee Keeps Hands Off. 

‘Many of the younger men undoubtedly 
have voted against the agreement, -but the 
older men in the service seem to have favored 
accepting it.’’ said Financial Secretary J. T. 
Mahoney. “ No effort has been made to Infiu- 
ence the menin any way. 

‘The committee pledged itself to refrain 
from using influence one way or the other. 
and we have been carrying out our pledge. 
So far as I know, not e single member has 
peen told how to vote.” 

As the men entered the hall a sentinel at 
the door examined their * working cards "’ 
and ushered them into the polling place. 
There a judge of election handed them a bal- 
lot, which the voters took, examined, marke: 
and handed to the officer In charge. 

A typewritten copy of the proposed agree- 
ment offered by President Mitten and on 
which they were voting was posted in a con- 
spicuous place on the wall. Some of the 
voters stopped and read the copy hurriedly 
but most of the men ignored the posted copy, 
the inference being that they were thorough- 
ly familiar with its provisions. 


Provisions of Contract. 

The proposed contract, which was compro- 
mise proposition No. 2, formulated by Walter 
L. Fisher, the city’s representative in the 
wage negotiations, and finally accepted by 
President Mitten and offered to his employés, 
but rejected by President John M. Roach of 
the Chicago Railways company, provides for 
an increase from the present maximum of 
27 cents an hour to 30 cents, wages being ad- 
vanced 1 cent an hour from Aug. 1, another 
cent next year and one-half cent on the two 
following years. 

New men, by the terms of the plan, will be 
advanced from the present minimum of 23 
cents an hour to the 80 cent maximum in five 
years, though the » proposed contract is 
planned to be operative for a four-year pe- 
riod, —

SAYS HE AVOIDS FUSs. 


Attacks Doctor in Magazine, Say- 
ing He Aped Command- 
er’s Methods. 


New York,’Sept. 7.—[Special.}—The Cook- 
Peary war was begun in Brooklyn this mora- 
ing when Herbert L. Bridgman, secretary of 
the Peary Arctic club, resigned from a com 
mittee of the Explorers’ club that was pre- 
paring to give a big dinner to Dr. Frederick 
A Cook at the Hotel Astor during the Hud- 
gon-Fulton celebration. 

The Explorers’ club had planned to have 
the dinner on Sept. 30 and the dinner had 
been discussed long before the news of Dr. 
Cook's exploit reached this country. The 
Hudson-Fulton commission asked the club 
to make the dinner one of the real events 
of the coming celebration and promised to 
give space to it in the Hudson-Fulton pro- 
grams. | 

When the news of Dr. Cook's discovery of 
the north pole reached New York it occurred 
to members of the Explorers’ club that it 
would be a graceful act to have Dr. Cook as 
the guest of honor and Bridgman was placed 
op the arrangement-committee. 


Bridgman Is Peary’s Friend. 

One can form some idea of the situation by 
remembering that Commander Peary is pres- 
ident of the Explorers’ club and that Mr. 
Bridgmag is secretary of the Peary Arctic 
club and & warm personal friend of the eom- 
mancer. 


It was not so bad at the time Mr. Bridgman 
was placed on the committee, because Dr. 
Cook then was the only immediate claimant 
for polar honors, but when Mr. Bridgman 
yesterday received that laconic word “ sun,” 
which, when translated, meant “ pole 
reached. Roosevelt safe ’’—q message that 
told a wondering world that another Achilles 
had entered the field—he began to fee! almost 
outraged at the idea of serving on a commit- 
tee that was going to do honor toa rival. 

And thus it befell that this morning Mr. 
Bridgman sent a graceful little note to the 
Explorers’ club, telling the members of the 
committee of his intense regret at being un- 
able to serve. 


Seeks to Avoid Embarrassment. 

“I simply took this step to avoid an em- 
barrassing situation,”’ explaingi Mr. Bridg- 
man this morning. ‘“ You see Commander 
Peary i# president of the Explorers’ club, 
and I knew when the two explorers reached 
here the situation would be most uncomfort- 
able, to say the least, and I did not care to 
participate. What will be done now that 
Peary has discovered the north pole I caa- 
not say. 

It certainly is a most perplexing situation 
for the Explorers’ club, and the outcome is 
being awaited with intense interest. It has 
been suggested that the Gordian knot most 
likely will be cut by having a joint dinner in 
honor of the two explorer® Whether Com- 
mander Peary will agree to that ig not 
known. 


Attacks Cook in Article. 

Inthe meantime Mr. Bridgman’s personal 
views on Dr. Cook's claim to the pole will 
Be given fully tomorrow in an article to the 
Independent. on ‘‘ The Dash to the Pole.” 

It was written before Commander Peary’s 
announcement had bees made and deals 
chiefly with Dr. Frederick A. Cook'sclaim to 
having reached the poie on April 21, 1908, It 
@ays im part: 

“The announcement that the north pole, 
that lure of the century, has actually been 
reached, comes so suddenly and from a quar- 
ter so unexpected that intelligent judgment 
on the fact is difficult. Naturally writing for 
the public and forwarding this account by 
cable. only the personal and popular phases 
would be presented and any statement of 
scientific results or data would be deferred. 

* But Dr. Cook would probably not de- 
mand that scientific rank and weight should 
be given to his expedition. It was simply a 
duel with nature; man, stripped for the fight, 
encumbered only with the barest necessities, 
determined to make a life and death struggle 
for one thing only, the pole. But the world 
will ask that science, though mot directly in- 
terested and served. shall verify the claim 
and shall attest the result.” 


Greely Impartial in Praise. 

Center Conway, N. H., Sept.47.—Maj. Gen. 
A. W. Greely, U. 8. A., retired, who has par- 
ticipated in polar explorations, said today: 

‘The country should be proud to have its 
national Labor day this year made notable 
by the news that a second American has 
reached the north pole. Peary’s magnificent 
polar work has earned the admiration of the 
world, and although the honors of the farth- 
est north were wrested from him, it was by 
another American whose record Peary now 
equals. 

“ Priority properly gives distinctive honor 
to Dr. Cook, but of greater importance and 
higher value is the spirit of herole endeavor 
gand unweariled devotion to the accomplish- 
ment of a feat that confers credit on the na- 
tion by which both men were animated.” 


AMUNDSEN DISCUSSES PEARY. 


CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 7.—Capt. Roald 
Amundsen, the discoverer of the northwest 
Passage in an interview today said: 

“It is evident that Peary discovered no 
trace of Cook in the continually drifting ice. 
Peary probably, as he planned; made his dash 
from a more eastern point than Dr. Cook, but 
many cincumstances may have arisen to 
cause a change.” 

“Do you think Peary obtained more valu- 
able scientific results that Dr. Cook?’’ Capt. 
Amundsen was asked, and he replied: 

“Probably not. They were equally equipped, 
with only absolutely necessary instruments. 
Geographically their achievements are of 
great importance and it is important also 
that the two reports be compared. 

“It would be superfluous to discuss Com- 
mander Peary’s route on his return trip and 
also useless to make speculations as to the 
Points arrived at by the two explorers. It 
may be that they differed several geographi- 
cal minutes. It is not important if the exact 
mathematical pole was reached or not, but 
it is important that the geographical condi- 
tions of the spot were observed. Probably 
Something will be left to be done. What is 
left will be sufficient for all of us.” 


Shackleton Believes in Both. 


LONDON, Sept. 7.—‘‘ The honor of plant- 
ing the national flag at the north pole un- 
doubtedly belongs to America,” Lieut. E. H. 
Shackleton, the English explorer, who re- 
cently led an expedition into the antarctic 
regions, sai@ today. “‘The news within & 
week.” he continued, “‘that two men have 
reached the pole is an extraordinary coinci- 
dence. We all expected to hear of Com- 
mander Peary’s arrival some time during the 
month, and we sincerely hoped that the re- 
sult of his years of effort and struggle would 
be crowned with sucéess. 

“Peary undoubtedly got to the pole; be- 
tween him and Dr. Cook the pole certainly 
has been reached. It is said that Peary 
reached the goa! April 6, 1909. It will be in- 
teresting to know the date he left his base 
to go to the polar sea and his rate of travel 
northwards. If Peary’s speed coincides with 
Cook’s this fact will go far in the eyes of the 
world to clear up the question whether such 
distances as claimed by Cook can be covered.

John Scott Keltie, the well known author 
on geographical and scientific subjects, and 
secretary of the Royal Geographical society, 
has sent a cablegram to Commander Peary 
inviting him to come to London and lecture 
before the society. 

The question of the ownership of the land 
of the north pole is to come up in the house 
of commons. Sir George Parker has given 
notice of his intention. of asking Premier 
Aequith whether this territory is not con- 
sidered as belonging to Canada, and if Dr. 
Cook or Commander Peary has planted the 
American flag there, whether or not this 
act gives the United States any right of 
possession over the regton. 


Frenchmen in Dispute. 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—M. Levasseur, the distin- 
guished French geographer, said today that 
doubt no longer existed that the north pole 
had been reached. 

** But there is this difference between Com- 
mander Peary and Dr. Cook,’’ he continued. 
* Scientists will accept at once the statement 
of Peary as that of a man who has his 
proofs. His equipment was thorough and 
extensive, and nothing was left to chance. 

“So far as Dr. Cook 


before making up our minds.”’ 

J. J. A. Bouquet de la Grye, the distin- 
guished geographerand member of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences, came out today wtih a 
vigorous defense of Dr. Cook, saying he had 
been aroused by the persistent attacks’ on 
him. 

‘“Why suspect Dr. Cook) more than the 
others, and assume that he is wrong?’’ the 
savant asked. ‘It is a small business, Let 
us await his documents. His observations 
can be controlled easily by those of Com- 
mander Peary and either confirmed or re- 
futed.”’ 


Berlin Professor Skeptical. 


BERLIN, Sept. 7.—In an interview today 
Prof. Wilhelm Sieglin, director of the Berlin 
University Geographical institute, said: 

‘“*TIt is too early to form a judgment re- 
garding Peary'’s success from the brief tele- 
grams published, but, assuming that hereally 
reached the pole, it will tend to putanend to 
the doubts about Cook’s success. I cannot 
deny, however, that I amstillskeptical. Dr. 
Cook's personality and past life speak in 
his favor. He has a reputation free from al! 
empty boasting, and certainly possessses 
tenacity and energy enough to reach the pole. 
Nevertheless, his descriptions contain so 
many singular passages calculated to raise 
doubt that I am not yet fully convinced. 
It awakens misgivings that he repéatedly 
has to characterize reports in the newspa- 
pers as emanating from him as incorrect.”’ 

Dr. Hellmann, director of the Meteorolog- 
ical institute of Berlin, had this to Say on 
the polar achievements made known to the 
world in the last week: 

* Several fortunate circumstances, but es- 
pecially the favorable condition of the polar 
ice, hag made possible the discovery of the 
north pole by two daring and tried polar ex- 
plorers. To both Dr. Cook and Commander 
Peary one can say, ‘ Well done.’ ”’ 


Professor Sure of Peary. 

POTSDAM, Sept. 7:—Prof. William Suer- 
ing, director of the Meteorological and Mag- 
netic institute here, said today: ‘‘I consider 
Commander Peary to be @ thoroughly relia- 
ble man. If this telegram from him is au- 
thentic I am confident that his statement is 
entirely trustworthy.’ 


Belgian Has Praise for Both. 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 7.—Prof. Lecointe, di- 
rector of the Royal observatory, said today: 

* The announcement of Commander Peary 
is quite admissible, and it/is not astonishing 
that he found the pole in a shorter time than’ 
Dr. Cook. Peary knows the polar regions’ 
better than any other maninthe world. Nor 
is it surprising that Cook and Peary did not 
meet, as the icebergs at the pole are in con- 
stant motion; furthermore, Cook came oustto 
the west and Peary to the east of Greenland. 
Peary’s discovery does not alter the position 
of Dr. oCok. Both men are wonderful ex- 
plorers.”” 


Austrian Praises Peary. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE } 

VIENNA, Sept. 7.—Professor Oberhummer, 
president of the Austrian Geographical so- 
ciety, who accepts Dr. Cook's assertions, ex- 

resses the utmost confidence in Peary. He 
thinks It. naturally must be painful to him to 
have beén preceded by Cook, although the 
fact’ does not diminish in the slightest the 
merit of Peary’s performance. Everybody 
acquainted with Peary foresaw that a man 
of such energy and determination must suc- 
ceed sooner or later, he says.

Senator Cullom has written a letter to Presi- 
dent Taft expressing his regret at being un- 
able to meet the president when he visits 
Chicago next week.

It generally is understood that the failure 
of Senator Cullom to meet the president in 
Chicago will have the effect of postponing 
consideration of practically all Illinois fed- 
eral appointments until early in December.

The fight for the Supreme judgeship in the 
Fourth Supreme court district has started 
in earnest and the military tract is all shot 
to pieces with the noise of one of the most 
bitter political baitles which is of record in 
western Illinois. 

Milton McClure of Beardstown, the Repub-

Edgar E. Nicholson of Beardstown, cam- 
paign manager for Mr. McClure, was in Chi- 
cago for a conference with State Chairman 
Roy O. West and other Republican notables. 

“Mr. West assures us the state organiza- 
tion is deeply interested in the success of Mr. 
McClure,” said Mr. Nicholson, “and the 
state committee will do everything within its 
power to awaken the voters to the necessity 
of getting to the polls on the specia! alec. 
tion day. 

Efforts to Arouse Voters. 

“Mr. McClure’s friends are confident the 
proper degree of enthusiasm shown by his 
supporters throughout the district on Sept. x5 
will insure his election. We have no fear of 
the result if the apathy of the voters can be 
overcome.”

Johnson for Flat 3 Cent Rate. 

Mayor Johnson's supporters say he will 
battle for a flat 8 cent fare and free transfers 
if he is reélected. He has expressed his will- 
ingnéss to accept a settlement on the basis 
of a trial fare of 3 cents, and inthe event this 
proves a failure to advance the rate of fare 
to such a point that it would pay 6 per cent on 
the capital invested in the street car prop- 
erty. He stipulated that he was not in fa- 
vor of a maximum fare of more than 4 cents, 
however. 

Baehr favors a trial of the 3 cent fare with 
a cost of 1 cent for a transfer for a period of 
eight months, and a continuation of this rate 
if it is proved that the receipts will pay 6 per 
cent on the valuation of the street car prop- 
erty.

CONGRESSMAN MADDEN JABS 
RED TAPE OF POSTOFFICE 


Tells Mail Clerks They Will Get Proper 
Pay When Depart: sent Gets Rid of 
Deficit. 


Congressman Madden criticised the de- 
partment at Washington last night in ad- 
dressing the Nationa) Association of Post- 
office Employés at its banquet in the Grand 
Pacific hotel, and told the delegates how to 
proceed to get more money. 

‘When the postoffice department is run 
without a deficit. you will receive better treat- 
ment,” said.the congressman.

Postoffice Inspector Stuart also advocated 
the “injection of practical business methods 
to make the department self-supporting.’”’ 

Postmaster Campbell said the Chicago office 
did one-twelfth of the entire postal business 
in the United States and produced one-eighth 
of the revenue. Assistant Postmaster Hub- 
bard said when he became connected with the 
service in 1871 there were 204 employés and 
now there are nearly 6,000.

First Day’s Attendance Shows 
5,805 of the Former and 
“6,640 of Latter. 


POLICE ARE TAKEN AWAY 
Patrolmen Who Have Had Easy 
Berths at Buildings Must 
Travel Beat. 


Educational alarmistse wno occasionally of- 
fer figures to prove that the high schools 
of the country are being turned into semina- 
ties by the dropping out of boy pupils may 
take heart, if they care to, from the situa- 
tion in Chicago. With the opening of the 
achools yesterday and reports received from 
princfpals in regard to the first day’s at- 
tendance, it became evident that the number 
of boys and girls in the high schools is almost 
equal. 

Of the iaeiidias high schools in Chicago 
reporte were received from fourteen, and 


these showed the aggregate attendance in 


these schools as 5,806 boys and 5,640 girls. 
In the four schools yet to report it is prob-- 
able that the girls will outnumber the boys 
and so make the balance even nearer.

Greatest Record for Boys. 

The number of boys entering the high 
schools this year eclipses all previous rec- 
ords. This increase is attributed to the gain 
in the technical high schools and the manual 
training departments. In point of attendence 
the Lane Technical High schoo! ranks first 
with 1,525 pupils. The Englewood and Wen- 
dell Phillips High schools are close competi- 
tors with respectively 1,516 and 1,511 pupils. 
Principal James E. Armstrong of the Englie- 
wood High school reported that the schoo! is 
“crowded to the guards.’”’ 

The attendance at the Lane High school 
is about 200 greater than last year, but spe- 
clal arrangements to accommodate this an- 
ticipated increase were made last month by 
the board of education. The entering class 
at the Chicago Normal schoo! is the largest 
in its history. 

Reports of attendance were received from 
about fifty of the elementary schoo!s. These 
reports indicat® that there wil! be about 
10,000 more puplis in the public schools than 
last year. 


Police to Leave Schools. 

Policemen who have been assigned to pub- 
lic and parochial schools will be withdrawn 
from such special details, it appears. (Chief 
Steward wishes to get full value in the form 
of patrol duty from évery policeman possible. 

According to the last annual report of Chief 
Shippy there were eighty patrolmen on day 
duty atschoola. These were counted as com- 
fortable berths In all sorts of weather and 
were regarded as ** soft snaps.’’ 

Chief Steward's plan for eliminating this 
waste was disclosed through the talk of one 
of the men ordinarily assigned to the public 
schools. He with the: other seventy-nine 
were held to regular duty on the opening 
day of school and when an explanation was 
sought it was found that the men traveling 
the posts on which schools are located wil] 
be instructed to give special attention to the 
chil@ren before and after school and at re- 
cesses. 


Will Have Full Protection. 

**It doesn't mean that the schools will not 
have all the protection needed,’’ said a police 
‘for the children will be taken care 
of at all times, The only change is that no 
members of the force will loaf around the 
schools while the children are at their les- 
sons. They will be traveling beat when they 
are not needed at the schools. 

“T understand Chief Steward has con- 
sulted with Supt. Young or other officials of 
the schoo] system and that they wil! be well 
satisfied if a patrolman is on hand while the 
children are playing—before and after schoo! 
and during the recess periods. That is the 
only time men are needed there.”’

Letter Asserts Barber Company 
Admitted High Charge on 
Public Jobs. , 


- Following the half-way acknowledgment 
of the board of local improvements that com- 
plaints of the inadequate mixture of the com- 
ponents of a concrete foundation for asphalt 
paving in Kedzie avenue are justified, Albert 
F. Keeney, president of the board, yester- 
day issued a warning to contractors. 

It follows: 

- “Contractors putting in street improve- 
ments must realize that the property owners 
who pay the bills have just and legal right 
to complain where the work is not in accord- 
ance with the contract and specifications, 
and the board now takes occasion to notify 
all contractors that all future bids or pro- 
posale submitted by them to this board will 
be rejected if it is found that tn the case of 
any prior work such contractor has not at all 
times furnished the proper quantity and 
quality of materials and handled the jobina 
workmanlike manner, satisfactory to the 
board, in strict conformity with the con- 
tract arid specifications.’’ 

“In addition to this,"”". said President 
Keeney, ‘‘.the board probably will take under 
consideration an alteration of its specifica- 
tions which will require mixing of concrete 
by machine. The ‘ board mix’ in this case 
seems to have caused thetrouble.”’ 


. Another Complaint Received. 
Another complaint against the local board 
was received by THE TRIBUNB from Joseph 
Monk, secretary. of the Walnut Street Im- 
provement association. After reciting that 
the asphalt pavement there was ruined by 
the “ cuts" of the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company, he wrote: 
_ “May 28, after our first meeting, I got 
figures for the entire pavement—the best 
that money could buy—from Mr. Ryer of the 
Barber Asphalt company, nearly 40 per cent 
lower than the figures of the local board. 
Also figures for resurfacing only, which, with 
new curbing, is all Walnut street needs. 
Mr. Ryor told me that the figures were for 
private tontract only, as his company could 


' not afford to compete with irresponsible 


mushroom concerns, and would not work for 
the city of Chicago, as it could only get the 
work at a figure which would compe! it to 
put in a poor pavement, and that would in- 
jure its reputation in other cities. 

' ** Meanwhile the local board had done all 
in its power to compel us to accept the paving 
ordinance. July 1 Mr. Ryor told me I was 
‘antagonizing the local board, and that his 
company could not afford to do that. Hé 
said he had examined our pavement, and, 
white his prices stood good, his company 
could not resurface and guarantee the work 
‘because our concrete was not good. (His 
‘company put it in.) Later I learned that a 
city official had visited him after each of 
my visits. He concluded his remarks with 
a statement that the local board gave thou- 
‘sands of yards of work to his company. 


City Permits Street Ruin. 
| “The care was forced to trial on July 9— 
summer vacatioh due July 13—and stopped 
July 18, then continued to Sept. 20, putting

LL.D, 
Wednesday—Again up before the sun and 
eff on the graveled road back to the “main 
highway, where we turn east and continue 
‘on through the same forest to the rest house 
gt Habarane, which we reach at 10 o'clock. 
A lonely breakfast, and at 2 o'clock we again 
jeave the main stage road and@ proceed on @ 
graveled road through an even denser jungle 
and @ really primeval forest. During four- 
teen miles we pass only two houses. I killed | 
g emall cobra and saw wild elephants’ tacks 
and spoor. The forest now became gloomy, | 
with many. black white faced monkeys in the | 
tall trees. I saw ant hills from five to ten |

At 6:30 we arrive at Mineri and halt at the : 


unfurnished rest house, with only a table and 
gome chairs. Mineri is an artificial lake, a 
“tank,” miles in extent, an eastern Kil- 
larney, one of the loveliest spots in Ceylon 
gnd one of the least visited. I sit in a long 
ehair and enjoy the lovely and enchanting 
view over the splendid body of water, built 


_ im ancient times for irrigation purposes. I 
suspect, from what I have already seen and 


from what I have read of this ancient king- 
dom, that the world never has seen a more 
wonderful system of irrigation than was pro- 
vided by. these great bodies of water, or tanksa 
and nowhere in all my wanderings have I 
ever been at a spot which for boneliness and 
jeveliness exceeds this. Here I seem entire- 
ly out of the world, and in the silence of the 
night and the somberness and gentleness of 
the scene it is difficult to realize that the 
‘ghores of this great tank of Mineri ever be- 
beld a busy, active life. 

I. dined out of my “air tights,” crackers 
end sausage. The native irrigation works’ as- 
sistant has lent me a cot, and on my blanket 
I shall turn in, to the cry of the geckos and 
night birds and thesong of the waves mouins 
the shore. 


Lotus Fills Great Tanks. 

Thursday—Again up and off before the sun 
fs out. Alligators in the lake, and all about 
many white egrets and long-necked birds, 
While I munched my oaten biscuits and sar- 
dines, I watchea a black ant migration, a 
steady progression, eight deep, down one big _ 
tree, across twenty feet of space, and up an- 
other, a regular May move. 

Our way continues on the graveled road 
nd winds up and down and in and out, on 
through the deep forest. At 10, we arrived 
et the unfurnished rest house on the “bund” | 
or retaining wall of the enormous Topawewa 
tank, the great artificial] lake of Pollonarua, 
one of the most famousof all those in Ceylon. 
The lake stretches out in front.of us in ap- 
parently interminable distance, its shores 
@ensely wooded, the water just in front of us 
crowded with the loveliest lotus conceivable. 
Like the great tank of Mineri, the acene is 
splendid in its silence and sweetness, The 
great wall which closes up thé take on the: 
eastern side, isa mighty affeir, perhaps forty 
feet in height, of cut stone and earth. The 
“great jungly forest extends chose up to the 
wall, while on the top of the wall itself are 
great trees. In the trees and. over the lake 
ape Countless birds and jungle fowl, and bask- 
ing in the sunshine of, the lake,can be seen.

It is a place where I should like to remain 
for days, but neither bed nor food is to be 
found in the rest house, ahd the region, like 
Mineri, is noted for its malignant malaria. 
i therefore made arrangements at once for 
@ basty exploration of the more important 
of the great ruins, which here extend for 
miles in several directions back through the 
uncleared forest, some of which, indeed, are 
elinost inaccessible. 


City. Latest of Great Ones. 


Polleonarua was the last of the old kingly 
cities. The founder of the city was one of 
the greatest of all the ancient rulers of Cey- 
lon, Parakrama Bahu the Great. In blood 
be was @ Tamil rather than a Cingalese, and 
his city consequently partekes largely of the 
Hindu type of architecture. 

Near by the rest house is a smal!) Tamil 
village from which I obtained a time stained 
old fellow who offered to guide me to the 
chief places of the city. For three hours I 
sweated and tramped back and forth through 
the forest, visiting one after another of the 
mighty structures of this wonderful ancient 
city. Some of the palaces are exceedingly 
imposing and stately, even in their ruined 
‘condition. The wahs are of a splendid qual- 
ity of brick, with sides covered with stucco 
and elaborately ornamented. There are sev- 
eral great dagobas or circular bell etructures 
of brick, rising to a great height and 
surmounted by a lofty spire One of 
the most imposing 
ehormous Buddhist temple, with lofty 
walls, ornamented and incrusted with fig- 
ures of geese, dwarfs, etc’, in stucco. The 
entrance to the temple is marked by two 
lofty towers and at the rear end of the build- 
ing is a huge image of Buddha over sixty 
feet in height. 

Perhaps the moet interesting and certainly 
thé most beautiful single building, and said 
te be the finest of all ancient buildings in 
Ceylon, is the Wata-da-ge. Thisisaciroular 
structure and was designed to contain Bud- 
Ghistic relics. There is a great circular plat- 

form, regularly paved and surrounded by a 
Wall. In the center stands a beautiful 
Shrine, and facing the four cardinai points 
are four great seated Buddhas. Surrounding 
the shrine itself is a high brick wall, with en- 


. tances opposite each of the Buddhas. 


Many Beautiful Carvings Seen. 
Just beyond the wal? is a series of well 
Made pillars of stone, with carved capitais 
_ &nd_a stone dado carved to represent lattice- 


Work. The platform, which entirely sur- 


_ founds the structure, also has four entrances, 
@ach one marked with balustrades and hav- 
ing as a doorstep one of the so-called moon- 
stones, a great semi-circular slab of rock, 
beautifully carved with processions of ani- 
Mals and rows of dwarfs in relief. Then 
‘there is a little stone temple of Shiva, much 


resembling some of the small Tamil temples. | 


The last place which I visited was in some 
Ways the most interesting of all. It was 
the so-called Gal Vihara or Rock temple. 
This structure occupies an isolated spot in 
the forest, which has been cleared near by. 
A perpendicular wall of black rock has been 
So fashioned as to form a part of the temple. 


s _ In the face of the rock have been carved three 
' Splendid figures and a small shrine. The 


Orst figure is a fine seated Buddha about 


fifteen feet in height, with a beautiful can- 


throne, cut from the living rock. 


The shrine was apparently once painted, 
there still remains a well executed head 
white bearded old man,

with his arms crossed and im an attitude of 
grace and dignity. Still beyond this is the 
crowning glory of the place, a magnificent 
recumbent figure of Buddha over forty-five 
feet in length. Judging from some stone col- 
umns still standing in front of these figures 
and a series of recesses in the rock near the 
creat, it would seem that a great structure 
once covered and inclosed al] these figures, 
“the whole forming ahugetemple. The whole 
scene, with the imposing standing figures 
and great reclining figure, is exceedingly 
impressive, the stiliness arid silence and 
gloom of the surrounding forest contributing 
not @ little to the effect. 


Ruins Are Well Guarded. . 


As I had a long drive before me and as our 
horees were tired, I hed to abandon further 
exploration of these splendid structures, of 
which, apparently, I had seen only a few of 
the more important. Although it is said that 
little has been done to clear the forests about 
Pollonarua, yet evidence of the great care 
which is taken of the ruins and the desire on 
the part of the Ceylon governmem to pre- 
serve them and make them accessible to via- 
itors was apparent onevery hand. Whenthe 
Rest house is completed andi furnished it 
should form one of the most attractive spots 
in this interesting country. 

Reluctantly I hurried back to the Rest 
house; ate my frugal meal from my tins, and 
prepared to set out. Just as wewere about to 
leave a heavy shower of rain fell and held us 
up for an hour, andit was after 2 when we 
began our return journey ,of nearly thirty 
miles back to Habarane. . 

We plodded along, mile after mile, through 
a dénse forest which never for a moment loges 
its charm. This forest abounds in wild ele- 
phants, leopards, boars, snakes, buffal, bear, 
and deer. Many times today we saw the 
spoor of wild elephants and twice we saw 
peautiful fungle cocks by the wayside with 
brilliant plumage, and I also heard the notes 
of my old bird friend of Assam; he of the 
3a make-more-peko " note. 

Just at dusk, to my delight, we encountered 
along the roadside a full blooded Veddah, car- 
rying a great bow and two arrows. He was 
a emall, weazened littie man, with a scant 
loin cloth and a tangled mass of grayieh- 
black hair. I should have been glad to 
see more of his kind, of which there are 
not mamy. They are the survivors of the 
aboriginal inhabitants of Ceylom and are 
among the most primitive pedple in the world 
today, some of them still occupying natura] 

shelters in the overhanging walls of rock. 


Wild Elephant in Road. 


We Mghted our lamps and trudged slowly 
along, for the horses were tired-out. Atnine 
o'clock, by the dim light of the moon through 
the clouds, down the road we saw a big, 
black object. It grunted a little and moved 
off into the forest, with a crackling of branch- 
es. It was a wild elephant! On and on, our 
candles go out and the horses, driver, runner 
(and he has walked four out of five miles of 
all the way) and I are hungry and tired. At 
eleven at night, we are back at the Habar- 
ane rest house. It seems like a big hotel. 
The keeper, Cingalese of course, got me a 
little supper and: now I am ready to turn 
in. I just killed a big soorpion which fell 
at my feet as I closéa my door. 

Friday—I was up with the dawn, to be 
ready for the stage, for I had decided to 
abandon my team and make my way back 
to Matale by the stage which was due to 
‘arrive from the east coast at seven in the 
morning. In opening the door of my room, 
J jarred from the well a little gécko or white- 
bellied lisard. His tail dropped off, as it 
always does, but another will grow on. At 
seven-thirty, the mail stage arrived and after 
a change of horses we at once set out and 
maés our way back to Matele, arriving at 
four o’clock in the afternoon, with six 
changes of horses.

} good borses. With one change, one of them 
| @ould be so old that it would fairly totter 
inf ite tracks, and with another change would 
‘come one so vicious that it would rear, plunge 
and kick, in fact, do everything except pull,

Four Are Held in New York 


and Four in West Follow- 
ing Investigation. 


HINGES ON COAL RIGHTS. 


Claim Advanced That Huge Con- 
spiracy Was Carried Out to 
Get Wyoming Holdings, 


New York, Sept. 7 —[Special.]—Wilberforce 
fully, chairman of the board of the American 
Malt corporation and one of the organizers 
of the American Malting company, its pre- 
decessor, Was arrested here today upon in- 
dictments found by a federal grand jury in 
Wyoming, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government in connection with the 

acquisition of coal lands. With Sully were 
arrested George W. Dally, a stenographer 
jn the office of Alfred Sully, his brother; 
Rufus T. Ireland, a large property owner 02 
Amityville, L. I., and Frederick T. Wells, a 
dawyer of Amityville. 

Four other men, Samuel Gebo. John Nel- 
gon, John B. Wight and Thomas P. McDon- 
aid, have been indicted in W yoming and are 
under arrest there. The arrests are a result 
of discoveries made by the coal lands bureau 
of the treasury department at Washington 
geveral months ago and subsequent investi- 
gations here and in the west by federal au- 
thorities. 

It is charged by the government that in 
1906 Wilberforce Sully, along with Ireland, 
Dally and Wells, joined in a plan to take out 
valuable coal Jand rights, and got various 
residents of Amityville and a number of men 
and women in Harlem to make out the neces- 
sary affidavits declaring that they desired to 
take up 160 acres each of coal] lands which the 
government vroposed to distribute. 


Buy Rights with Coal Stock. 

The alleged conspirators, it is charged, then 
erganized the Northwestern Coal company 
and the Owl Creek Coal company and gavo 
certain shares in these corporations in ex- 
change for the rights to the coal lands, pay- 
ing, however, $5 for each affidavit made, in 
violation of the federal statute. 

Then, having acquired rights vastly in ex- 
cess of the amount which any four individu- 
als or any combination of individuals could 
take out under the treasury department regu- 
lations, Sully and his associates proceeded. 
according to the government’s contentions, 
to take the necessary steps in W yoming to 
have the coal lands actually made over to 
the companies in question. 

At this point the four men indicted in 
the west are declared to have handled the 
details there. The regulations cov ering the. 
taking out of coal land rights are somewhat. 
less stringent than those laid down in the 
homestead act and timber land act, the lat- 
ter being matters of statutory requirement, 
while the former exist merely as regulations 
of the treasury department. 

The actual entry of lands to be taken over 
is not required by coal lands regulations, so 
that no colonization of dummy entrants was 
necessary and the Amityville and Harlem 
people who were brought into the case had 


- merely to make. out affidavits which Sully 


and his associates. sent out west to be filed 
back, in turn, im the bureau at Washington. 


Charge of Huge Land Grab. 

The ‘indictments charge that the defend- 
ants, through the Northwestern Coal com- 
pany, got 1,760 acres of valuable coal lands 
to which they were not entitled, and through 
the Owl Creek Coal company got 4,312 acres 
more than they. could lawfully have taken 
rights to. Each individual was allowed to 
take out 160 acres at $15 an acre, and the gov- 
ernment was actually paid the $15 rate on 
all the land covered by the rights which 
Sully and his associates acquired. 

The charge, however, rests on the fact that 
limitations upon individual entries are im-— 
Posed with the purpose of preventing. juat 
such @ combination as the Sully concern from 
oeing organized. 

After the discovery had. been made in 
Washington that the plan had been worked 
the case was sent over here and put in charge 
of Assistant United States Attorney Smith, 
who obtained an indictment from the federa! 
grand jury on the plain charge of defrauding 
the government. Certain legal contentions 
were advanced by Louis L. Delafield, counsel 
for the defendants and for the Owl Creek 
Coal company, which makes it advisable to 
have a conspiracy indictment found in Wy- 

oming, and steps were taken to bring about 
that result. 

On the arraignment during the day be- 
fore United States Commissioner Gilchrist, 
the defendants arrested here were held in 
$5,000 bail each, which was furnished, and 
next Tuesday was set for the examination on 
the gmestion of extradition. It is expected 
that a vigorous fight will be made to prevent 
the four men being taken to Wyoming for 
trial. 

Lumber Company Suit Dismissed. 

Boise, Idaho, Sept. 7.—The civil action 
brought by the government against the Bar- 
ber Lumber company to cancel entry to 40,000 
acres of timber land in Boise basin, valued at 
$1,000,000, was dismissed today by United 


. States District Judge 8S. Bean. 


The suit was instituted {n April. 1907, fol- 
lowing the indictment of officers of the com- 
pany and other prominent men on the charge 
of conspiracy to defraud the government. 

Civil action was brought on the ground 
that the lands were secured through fraudu- 
lent entries. Al! the cases of the government 
in this connection have failed thus far, in- 
cluding the prosecution of Senator W. F. 
Borah. 

The cases against Samuel T. Barber and 
Sumner G. Moon, officers of the Barber com- 
pany, are set for trial in October. 


LASALLE, BARYTONE, IS DEAD. 


Singer Who Appeared in American Con- 
cert Tour Closes Life in Pov- 
erty in Paris.

PARIS, Sept. 7—Jean Lasalle, the bary- 
tone, is dead at the age of 62 years. He made 
a tour of America in 1894. After he retired 
he lost his fortune of $300,000 In trading. He 
then gave singing lessons.

TURKEY WILL ISSUE BONDS. 
FOR A LOAN OF $30,800,000. 
Government Invites Bids on New Is- 


sue to Bear 4 Per Cent Interest— 
Will Take Up Old Debts. 


Washington, D. C,, Sept. 7.—The Turkish 
government has invited bids for $30,800,000 of 
bonds bearing 4 per cent interest with 1 per 
cent for an amortization fund, 

The imperial Ottoman embassy in Wash- 
ington today announced officially that on the 
strength of article 36 of the financial! law for 
the current financial year, the imperial Otto- 
man ministry of finance had decided to con- 
tract a loan of 5,000,000 Turkish pounds [ap- 
proximately $30,800,000]. 

(The product of this loan will be devoted to 
the payment of the debt due to the Oriental 
railway, to the payment of the debts of the 
dsposed sultan, to the establishment of an ex- 
traordinary relief fund to be used for re- 
pairing the damage caused by the recent dis- 
turbances at Adana, to the meeting of the 
real deficit of the imperial budget for the 
current year, to the payment of indemnities 
to officials placed on the retired list as a re- 
sult of the reorganization of the various de- 
partments of state, and finally to the meet- 
ing of the expenses to be incurred by the re- 
organization of the civil and military pen- 
sions service.

Wright Stays in Air Nearly an 
Hour at. Berlin and the 
Crowd Cheers.

testing a new Wright machine on behalf of

_ agent for the Wright machines im France. 


Michel Clemenceau, son of the ex-premier, 


. Ig the leading agent of the company and was 


present when the accident occutred. 
Lefebvre, after testing one machine, took 
out a new one for a trial trip, which was nec- 
essary before the company would accept it 
for sale. The wind was light, not eight miles 
an hour. Before starting the machine was 
minutely examined and everything was test- 
ed. For two minutes the airsbip flew at a 
height of about ten yards, when, to the 
horror of the few present, it was seen to dive 
towards the ground at the rate of possibly 


. fifty miles an hour. 


Pitches Forward Into Debris. 

When the machine struck the earth its 
front part dug deeply into the ground. 
Lefebvre was found among the débris on his 
back, his feet against the motor, and his head 
under a mass of broken wood. He was un- 
conscious. He was taken to the hospital] 
connected with the Juvisy aerodrome, but 
died soon afterward. 

Those present are unable to account for 
the accident. They believe it was not due 
to the motor, for some say the propellers con- 
tinued to revolve as the aeroplane dived 
downward. Michel Clemenceau saye it 
certainly was not due to any imprudence on 
the part of Lefebvre, for he never seemed so 
cautious. Perhaps the wires commanding 
the steering rudder, or those attached to the 
élevating rudder, broke. 

The aeroplane was demolished, but gen- 
darmes immediately surrounded it and pre- 
vented any one from touching it with the 
view to an inquiry later. 

Lefebvre was 29 years old; He held an 
engineer's diploma from Lille. He taught 
himself to fly the Wright machine in Hol- 
land. He was fourth in the speed race at 
Rheims, fourth in the race for the interna- 
tional cup, and second in the passenger race. 
He was fined 20 francs at Rheims for giving 
an exhibition of fancy flying in front of the 
grand stand, which the committee consid- 
ered endangered the other competitors.

ONLY CHURCH SPIRES SEEN 


WHERE MEXICAN TOWN STOOD 


Destruction of Soto La Marina by Flood 
Is Reported to Have Been Almos# 
Complete. 


Mexico City, Sept. 7.—Word was received 
here tonight that the destruction of Soto La 
Marina, a town in the state of Tamaulipas, 
was 80 complete as a result of a flood that 
the whole place has completely disappeared 
with the exception of a few church towers 
that project from the surface of a veritable 
sea. 

No | one has been able to get closer than 
three miles from where the town once stood. 
From this point rescue parties have noticed 
tents on the side of a small hill, the only 
evidence of life remaining.

of arts, the art of living, is well worth the 
heeding. 


“STAINED GLASE TOURS IN ENG- 
LAND,” by Charles Hitchcock Sherrill, in- 
dicates its intention by its title. Mr. Sher- 
rill has had much joy of the glass of Eng- 
land's old churches and cathedrals, and 
discants on the beauties of the glass in Salis- 
bury, Canterbury, York, Lincoln, the Oxford 
chapels, Gloucester, Lichfield, et cetera. The 
love of old churches and their accessories 
is a sort of cult, it must be admitted, but it is 
one that makes a wide appeal, and there will 
be many who will treasure Mr. Sherril!’srec- 
ord of the beautiful glass of old England. 
That these remains are as numerous and 
interesting as they are is cause for surprise 
as well as congratulation. The tone of the 
volume is agreeable and entertaining—the 
tone of one easily master of his subject, who 
labors under no disadvantage of literary self- 
consciousness, and who confines himself to 
the subject in hand. The illustrations are 
numerous, but are merely in black and white.

T. Herbert Warren, vice chancellor of Ox- 
ford and president of Magdalen, reprints 
through the medium of E. P. Dutton & Co. 
a number of essays written between 1895 and 
1906 and first published in the Quarterly, the 
Monthly. and the Edinburgh Reviews. “ ES- 
SAYS OF POETS AND POETRY ’”’ is the 
general title of the collection, the specific 
subjects being ‘‘ Sophocles and the Greek 
Genius,’ “* Matthew Arnold,’’ “ The Art of 
Transiation.’’ *“‘ Dante and the Art of Poe- 
try,’ ‘“* Virgil and Tennyson: A _ Literary 
Parallel," ‘‘Gray and Dante,”’ “ Tennyson 
amd Dante,”* “ Ancient and Modern Classics 
as Instruments of Education,” and ‘In 
Memoriam” after fifty years. 

That these essays are scholarly is a fore- 
gone conclusion; that they are vivacioys, 


human, warm, and enthusiastic is, perhaps, 


not so much to be taken for granted. Yet 
these qualities the essays undeniably pos- 
sess. It even is a satisfaction to find his 
estimate of Tennyson so superiatively high 
that even those who give Tennyson a place 
among the hierarchy of poets will be in- 
clined to modify his estimate, 

The book is the work of one accustomed to 
speaking freely and with authority, and the 
general outgoing quality of it is so“‘hicely 
balanced with taste and, a delicate restraint 
that lovers of good essays of the critical sort 
will have rare delight in reading the volume. 


For the increasing number of autoists who 
make the trip between Chicago and New 
York the “ PHOTO AUTO GUIDE,” just is- 
sued by Rand, McNally & Co., would seem to 
be a necessary thing.

When Henry C. Murphy wae United States 
ministér at The Hague (1857-’61) he improved 
every opportunity to gather information 
@bout Dutch relationships with America, a 
subject in which he was greatly interested 
and om which he wrote several books. In 
1850 he published “ HENRY HUDSON IN 
HOLLAND,” this being an inquiry into the 
origin and objects of the voyage which led 
to the discovery of the Hudson river. The 
book was in limited edition ‘‘ for private dis- 
tribution ’’ and soon became scarce. The 
present special interest in Hudson is re- 
eponsible for a republication of Mr. Murphy's 
monograph. 

The new editorial work includes the addi- 
tion of original texte, of which Mr. Murphy 
gave translations, an up to date 
bibliography of the comparatively sparse 
Efudson literature, and some foot notes sug- 
gested by material made available since Mr. 
Murphy's day. The editorial work é done 
by Wouter Nyhoff in an attractive way, the 
mechanical part of the publication, type, 
stock, presswork, being also pleasing. 
(Martinus Nyhoff, The Hague.) 


It might be thought that there were plenty 
treatises upon rhetoric, but Prof. Charles 
Sears Baldwin, professor of rhetoric at Yale, 
evidently thinks differently, for he has put 
out through Longmans, Green & Co.
